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VIEWS OF THE NEWS 


BY LEONARD F. JAMES 

We've always been partial to a 
bit of blarney. A good story is al- 
ways worth listening to, especially 
when told by an Irishman. And we 
were delighted {o read that Ireland 
has been one nation “‘since Adam 
was’a boy and came out of the 
Garden of Eden.’ We only wish 
that John A. Costello, premier of 
Fire, hadn’t stopped there. We 
feel that we are missing an inim- 
itable story. 

Unfortunately Mr. Costello tried 
to mix too much fancy with facts, 
and he has spoiled both. Of course 
Mr. Costello as political head of 
his nation must make a good case 
for the desired unity of south and 
northern Ireland. But he finds 
the northerners as firm about re- 
maining outside a united Ireland 
as his own southerners are about 
getting them in. So rather than 
face all the facts squarely he re- 
veals the story-teller’s method of 
dramatizing his theme. In doing 
so he conveniently ignores facts 
which would interfere with his 
drama. 

Mr. Costello admittedly is mobi- 
lizing “world opinion, especially in 
America” to show that part of his ~ 
country is ‘occupied by another 
country against our will and 
against all principles of democ- 
racy.” That may be a worthy pur- 
pose, but he would make a stronger 
case would he admit that there are 
two sides to the issue. And if Mr. 
Costello suggests that Northern 
Ireland is oppressed, his sense of 
the dramatic must be offered as an 
excusing factor. He makes the flat 
statement that until the Govern- 
ment of Ireland Act was passed in 
1920 by the British government 
there was no separation between 
Northern Jreland and the rest of 
the country. 


Offer of Home Rule 


Here we cannot permit dramatic 
enthusiasm to go completely un- 
challenged. For if Mr. Costello is 
seeking a world stage for his pre- 
sentation, his audience is entitled 
to know a few facts, skeletonized 
though they may be through the 
demands of space in this column. 
Granted that Britain’s treatment 
of Ireland during the 19th century 
was decidedly shabby, to say the 
least, the British did try to make 
amends after the turn of this 
century. 

How about the claim that there 
was no separation in Ireland until 
1920? Physically, that is a fact. 
But spiritually and emotionally 
there had been bitter division for 
some time. In fact southern Irish- 
men were murdered by fellow 
southern Irishmen because some 
dared to agree with moderation 
and conciliation. And quite re- 
luctantly Britain was forced to the 
conclusion that physical division 
between north and south was inev- 
itable. 


Opposition By Ulster 


In 1906 the Liberal party came 
into power in England, a govern- 
ment committed to the principle 
of Home Rule for Ireland, or the 
right of the Irish to run their own 
domestic affairs without interfer- 
ence from outside, at least on 
paper. The issue was brought toa 
head in 1910 when a new election 
gave the Irish Nationalist bloc of 
about 80 members in Westminster 
the balance of power to vonfirm or 
unmake the Liberal government. 
Ulster, the bloc of six northern 
Protestant counties, stood revealed 
as unalterably opposed to Nation- 
alism, and promptly pronounced its 
intention to resist what it regarded 
as a threat to its religious liberties 
and commercial and _ industrial 
prosperity. Three groups. stood 
ready to pursue their purposes: 
The Orangemen of Ulster fiercely 
protestant and forming the hack- 
bone of resistance to the Union of 
north and south; the Nationalists 
Supported by the United Irish 
League and the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians; and last but exceed- 
ingly effective the Irish Republi- 
can Brotherhood contemptuous of 
constitutional methods.
